She has the reputation of being 
very generous to all her relatives, and of 
doing much good iu her declining years 
without the least ostentation. 


PARIS FASHION?. 


The characteristic key-note of the win­ 
ter fashions w ill be the use of silk plush of 
all colors for every article of tha feminine 
toilets—bonnets, 
muffs, 
jackets, 
dress 
trimmings, and eveu entire dresses. 
One 
of the prettiest fancies born of piush is tho 
flat collar and cuffs of 
nac&rat plush 
trimmed w ith white lace ; both collar and 
cuffs arc separate, and can be woru w ith 
different dresses. 
Thesim plest black dress 
can be no tamorphosed in an instant into 
au elegant toilet by one of those collars 
with cuffs to match. 
Riush collars are 
made of different shapes—the sailor, the 
King of Rome, the Dauphin, the Robes­ 
pierre ; there id one for every shade or po­ 
litical opinion. • Ravishing little Mary 
Stuart bonnets are also made of plush and 
trimmed w-ith gold lace set on flat. 
The fa.hion of satin and brocaded and 
damasse stuffs lias wholly banished faille ; 
faille dresses are still worn by th -as who 
have them, but no new ones are made. 
Aa 
to brocades aud damasks, their richness is 
¡lightened for evening dresses by 111 joiil- r­ 
ing the outlines of th« figures w ith pearl 
beads for white or light fabrics, jet biads 
for black, and gold braid for brown, green, 
or dark blue, tnus making toilets of un­ 
heard-of magnificence. 
A hridal dress that 
1 saw je -te r iay was of white bruevfe, em­ 
broidered all over w ith pearl bea Is, open­ 
in'.' over a front of shirred satin. 
Veil of 
p out d’Al neon, jewels of m at silver. 
The fabrics for ball dresses promiss to b* 
equally splendid ; there are silk gauz.-s of 
all colors, w ith brocaded designs of satin 
o r v elv et; these designs are also embroi­ 
dered with satin, or gol I or silver braid. 
Under these transparent fabrics glossy 
satin is les9 worn than that with a duller 
luster, such as duchejse satin or satin mer- 
veilleux, in order that the too brilliant 
underdress mav not iff ace the luster of the 
outside material. 
Figured stuffs for every 
grade of the toilet, from the wool for 
morning to the silk gauze for evening— 
such is the law of the present fashion. For 
bull dresses there is being manufactured— 
I have only seen it yet in samóles—3 crepe 
tulle which is the loveliest thing imagin­ 
able ; it is lighter than crape, and less 
transparent than tulle, and is made in all 
colors. 
Tfie sample that I saw was of 
cream-color, and was designed to be worn 
over uncarat satiu, with a coat of cream 
p i s i, embroidered with gold, arid trinara d 
with narrow flat raches of naearnt satin. 
Con-s are stiff greatly in vogue; 
their 
shape, skirts, trimmingo, etc.. are modi­ 
fied*, but we are far from renouncing this 
style th at introduces so much picturesque 
Variety into the feminine toilet. 
Since white petticoats have been wholly 
proscribed by iashiou, a host of elegant 
and varied styles have been designed, be­ 
ginning with the mo3t m olest grade, for 
ladies who go out on foot in all weathers ; 
this is of black cashmere, trimmed with a 
pleated ilounee bound with dark-blue or 
red. 
The next style above this, also de­ 
signed for street wear, but with a more 
elegant costume, is of black duchess satin, 
with pleated flounces. without colored 
binding. 
For winter these silk petticoats 
are lined with li t anti. 
For carriage dress, 
petticoats aro made of plush or colored 
silk, red, blue, old-gold, myrtle green, etc ; 
they are eiited with, white iace, under 
which a baláyense is faateued with but­ 
tons, so as to be easily taken off and re­ 
placed. 
The plu-h petti-oats are very 
scanty, aud are shirred a considerable dis­ 
tance at the top, so as to fit closely below 
the waist.

For early morning dressea, or those worn 
before neon, cheviot cloth in imperceptible 
plaids are almost nniversady worn ; tho 
whole c istnme, skirt, polonaise or j .oket, 
and a ftnall cape w ith a hood lined with 
satin to match, is made of this cloth. 
Cords are much worn, tied round the waist, 
and then serving to drape the overskirt or 
polonaise on the skirt. 
Tile street toilets 
worn later in ti e day are richer ; the skirts 
are always short, but though they are made 
of wool, it is combined wi.li plain or bro­ 
caded silk, cisele velvet or plush. 
Many 
of these costumes are of the color known as 
oreille d’our3, or be w’s-ear—a rich, warm 
tint. 
It is not until after 5 o’clock that 
the sumptuous toilets of brocade, satin or 
velvt t are worn, and the-e aie never u;:ed 
for walking in the street. 
The wrappings, 
of course, accord witn the different degrees 
of the to ile t; for early7 morning, vi ices of 
black or mou?e-grny cashmere, trimmed 
with a narrow fur border and lined with 
inexpensive fur, are worn ; for the second 
grade of walking dress the wrapping is 
made of wadded ¡ilk and trimmed with 
feathers or fur ; fur 5 o’clock visits wrap­ 
pings of satin, lined with colored p’ush,are 
in order. 
Long, fuff cloaks are only used 
for carriage wear. 
Many Blender peraons, 
like Sarah B .rnhardt,w ear long redingotes, 
with the skirts set on at the hips, and 
turned back. 
These redingotes are often 
made of Scotch plaid, which, it must be 
owned, is very ugly. 
One of the prettiest combinations for 
walking dresses is to u :e the outside and 
the lining iu such a way as to concur in the 
general effect. 
A dresa of -‘m yrtle green 
cashmere th at 1 naiv finished y ‘onlay is 
one of the most charming specimens of 
this kind of toilet. 
The round okirt was 
trimined on the bottom v. ith five very nar­ 
row flounces lined w ith greuat-groseille 
silk, turned back on the bottom of each 
flounce so as to form an outer hem two- 
fifths of an inch wide. 
Then came two 
similar but much wider flounces, pleated 
perpendicularly with the same lining. 
A 
small overek’rt, draped on ti e side, had no 
other trimming than a hem like that of 
the flounces. 
The corsage, which was at­ 
tached to the overskirt, was trimmed in 
front, from the throat downward, by a 
pleated cashmere rufile, lined with siik like 
that of ttie flounces, and arranged in shell 
fashion, so as to show alternately tho out­ 
side and the lining.

especially on little girls’ hats. Ladies’ bou- 
nets are of shapes so numerous and varied 
a s to d e fy description. 
Velvet is Ices used 
than pinch, which i? the favorite material, 
combined with Eatiu, — [Corr.

Throughout France, as well as at Paris, 
has this last week been marked with ex­ 
citing incidents, owing to the execution of 
the decrees, which have taken place with 
unusual energy and promptitude. 
The re­ 
ligions orders, in proportion as they have 
been disbanded and bad their dwellings 
and chapels closed, have grown more and 
more rebellious and in some instances have 
resorted to extreme measures. 
In some of 
the monasteries the younger and even some 
of the older priests made thair escape 
through the windows, so frightened were 
they at the war like preparations going on 
within. 
11.fies, pistols and ammunition 
were gathered together with the purpose 
of making a desperate defence ; however, 
nothing very murderous has as yet oc­ 
curred within the monastic walls. 
The 
accidents 
notwithstanding 
have grown 
more numerous, the rt liaions ardor has in­ 
creased and the signs of resistance have 
been more accentuated. 
At Bourges the 
entrance to the convent of the Fran- 
ci(cans was eo barricaded and fastened 
that the workmen with all their tools 
were unable 
to 
demolish the 
dcor 
and they were eventually obliged to scale 
the walis by means of ladders, and by 
breaking the windows effect an entrance in 
the upper part of the building. 
Even 011 
reaching the 
interior they found 
the 
stairway barricaded st> iffeotuallv that it 
required very near oue hour to make their 
w ay through. 
Pretty much the same cere- 1 
inony has taken place in all the different , 
cities, and at all the different monasteries, j 
Each door

HAD TO BE BATTERED DOWN 
With hatchets, aud on entering a Bumber 
of noted Legitimists were found within, 
wlio had lived shut in with the friars for a 
number of days, and who on becoming 
offensive in their protestations were many 
of them arrested. 
The priests aud friars 
shut in their cells were taken out one by 
one, when the women on the sidewalk 
rushed towards them to kneel for their 
blee.xipg 01 kiss their hands aud the hems 
of their garments, or else they threw flow­ 
ers iu their pathway.

A number of these belligerent young men 
were arrested ami passed in review before ! 
the victim, who however failed to recognize 
among them his murderers. 
This sad 
event caused the religious orders to reflect 
on the consequeueeB of exciting religious ¡ 
zeal, and many were so affected as to pre- ¡ 
sene no resistance whatever to the execu­ 
tion of the law. 
Ill some monastries as , 
soon as the officers penetrated into the 
court a friar rang the alarm hell from the | 
tower, whose »igna! collected the faithful 
before the doors.

doors open aud ail celebrating mass.

authorities waited until mass was finished,

but women present, who,

The different marchands de cuurunne have 
been hurrying their numerous working 
women to prepare a sufficient number of 
beaded crowns and crosses to satisfy the 
unusual demand of this \ car. The mortality 
throughout Paris has been very great since 
the beginning of the cohi weatber, aud be­ 
sides, since the definite establishment of the 
Republic, visits to the cemeteries have 
acquired au extended aud even political 
significance, tiiat the demaUd for funereal 
ornaments ha3 been greater than usual. 
The Communists, particularly, congregate 
on this occasion at the graves ot some 
of 1 their most noted martyrs, aud iu 
such manner pirotest agaiust the injustice 
of the past and the partiality of historians. 
It is the occasion for tne unvailing of nionu- 
mints, for political speeches, and for a 
yearly remembrance 01 friends otherwise 
neglected and 
forgotten. 
Those who 
have no immediate relatives buried in 
the cemeteries of Paris have, however, 
some hero, some person whose life or 
works they admire, aud on this occasion 
they are happy to give expression to their 
ati'cetiou or admiration. 
The very poorest 
and most modest graves are not neglected 
in the jour des morís, for the occupants’ 
friends make sometimes painful efforts to 
adorn the little spot of e^rtii that strangers 
who pass by may not say, “ Here lies one 
forgotten.”

A PIIILOSOl’HICAL WING, 
While in h.r exalted sphere the soul 
muses on the fitness and perpetuity of 
things. 
Occasionally on a fine day, when 
the wind is blowing south, note the gossa­ 
mer, and the little migratory spider taking 
this means of working his way southward, 
will pry you well for your observation. 
This phenomenon was watched by a friend 
and the writer a }car ago, when hundreds 
of small spiili-rs about us were taking ad­ 
vantage of a gentle wind to go south, 
their modus operandi being to ascend a 
tree or some other elevated object, spin a

the sugar-pine, pitch-pine, nut-pine, etc., 
may be mentioned for the wonderful ar­ 
rangement which nature has provided for 
them to self-sow their own seed. 
A semi­ 
transparent integument, varying 111 size 
in proportion as tiie iruit of tiie tree may 
be large or small, that of the piteli-piue 
being about one fourth of nil inch wide by 
one inch long, incloses at one einl the seed, 
which, when fully ripe, drop from their 
cells when the scales of the cone open ; 
then on a zephyr, lightly wafting, the ap­ 
pendage tilts, the germot the ni3j stic pine. 
Iu this manner the appendage, which re­ 
sembles the wing of au insect, scatters the 
seed

A statue is to be erected to Alexandre 
Dumas in the l’laee Malesherbes, Pnris. 
Tiie price paid by Lord llasiiugs for the 
Rubens which he bought from Viscount 
Ayiesford was SI 10,000. 
Mr. Mdlias has just painted a brilliant 
sketch portrait of Mrs. Perugiui (Charles 
Dickens’ younger daughter). ( 
Louis Lang, one of the oldest members 
of the Artists’ Fund Society, has, after a 
number of years’ residence iu Italy, re­ 
turned to America. 
A competition has been opened for de- 
sigus for groups of sulpture to be placed 


011 B'ackfriar’s bridge. 
The three prizes 
will be 81.250, 8750 aud $500 respectively. 
Mr. Herbert, 11. A., has painted for the 
walls ot the Peers' Conference Chamber in 
the British House of Lords a large picture 
called “ The Judgment of Daniel.” 
The President of the French R» public 
has given 510 francs toward the subscrip­ 
tion for the erection of a statue to Rouget 
de L’lsle, the author of “ La Marseillaise.” 
The Louis Fould prize, of 20,000 francs 
for the best “ Histoiredes Arts du Dessin” 
is to be awarded for the first time in 1881 
by the French Academic des Inscriptions 
et Belles-Lsttre.?. 
Professor Aspelin has made some remark­ 
able discoveries during the past summer in 
his investigation of ancient barrows in Lap­ 
land. A vast number of bronze implements 
have been brought to light. 
Feyen-Perrin is at work on tl.e cartoons 
for the three frescoes which he is to exe­ 
cute for the foyer of the new theater at 
Saint Die. The first will represent Tragedy, 
the second Comedy, and tiie third Music. 
Gaston Melingue’s admirable work “ Un 
Diner chcz Moliere, a Anttuil,” finely en­ 
graved on wood by Bellenger, appears in 
/. 
Monde I (lustre of the 30th ultimo, in 
connection with the illustrations of the 
fetes of the second centenary of the founda­ 
tion of the Comedie Francaise. 
The excavations at Altofeu, iie.tr Pesth, 
tbo site of the ancient Roman City Aquin- 
cuua, which was covered by a laud slide, 
have laid bare an amphitheater capable of 
seating 10,000 people, as well as large 
baths. 
It is estimated by archaeologists 
that the population reached 100 000. 
One of the most admired pictures at the 
Russian Academy this year was oue by the 
painter Yakobi, entitled an “ Ice-House.” 
This has now been purchased by the Acad­ 
emy for 8,000 rubks ($5,000)—a very large 
sum indeed for Russia, where painters are 
poorly remunerated for their works. 
The grand pnx of the Ulíou Céntrale 
des Beaux Arts has been awarded, after a 
competition, to M. Rouiliard, a pupil of 
the French National ¡School of the Decora­ 
tive Arts. 
The prize, known as the prix 
de voya'je, consists of S00 francs. 
The 
winner is obliged to make a journey, from 
which he must bring back sketches and 
drawings, as well as a journal showing that 
he has passeil the time to his advantage. 
The paintings by Puvis de Chavauues, 
representing tlie life of Louis IX , and by 
M. Cabauel that of St. Genevieve, have 
already Viten placed ou the Pantheon, aiul 
Bonat’s “ Martrydom of St. Denis,” Ue- 
lauuey’s “ Attiia Marching on Paris,” and 
the works by Henry Levy, Jeati Paul 
Laurens, Baudry, J. Blane, etc., will he 
installed as they are completed. 
M. Bon- 
uat’s “ Martyrdom of St. Denis” will, how­ 
ever, first appear at the Salon of 1S81. The 
sculptors, Paul Dubois, Antoine Mereie, 
Guillaume and Cnapu, are at work on the 
statues or groups for the interior decoration 
of the same building. 


POPULAR 
SCIENCE 


It should be widely kuown, because of 
evident importance, that at the Interna­ 
tional Geological Congress to bo held at 
Bologna, in 1SS1, a prize will be awarded 
of 5,000 francs lor the best international 
scale of colors and conventional signs for 
graphic representation of formation on 
geological maps aud sections. 
Many of 
our geologists might go in for the prize, 
not for its money value, but for the sake of 
making a ceitaiu department of geology iu- 
teliigiule when presented to the eye. 
The 
Babel of coloring iu geology at present here 
and in other countries is enough to cause a 
dispersion of those that come to learu, aud 
depart iu disgust when they find tuat a 
very important means of conveying knowl­ 
edge is 111 itself cOLÜietatory. 
The minute lines and furrows on persons’ 
hands are likely to receive a far more use­ 
ful attention than the observation of the 
great lines by fortuhe-tellers. 
There is 
reason to believe that the spiral whorls 011 
the thumb and tinger-poiuts are peculiar to 
individuals aud races, aud may lie as cer­ 
tainly used to define the ethnological cla»s 
or positive identification of the being pos­ 
sessing them as tlie measurements of tne 
skull or examination of a photograph would 
be. Dr. Henry Faulds, oi L'sukiji Hospital, 
Tokio. Japan, in an iuteiesting letter iu 
The Nature, directs attention to this sub­ 
ject in a way which will attract the notice 
of naturalists and students of the theory 
of development and heredity. 
llerr E. Schonc, in the Berichte, docs not 
attach auy scientific value whatever to the 
ordinary potassium iodine paper tests as 
ozone measures. 
A small amount of oz^ne 
iu moist air produces, he says, a greater de­ 
gree of color on potassium iodine papers 
tiian a larger amount ft ozone in dry 
air. 
The humidity of the air, and the 
hydroscopic character of the material 
from 
which 
the 
paper 
is 
made, 
therefore largely influence the depth of the 
color produced. 
He even goes so far as to 
assert that the actual preseuce of ozone iu 
the atmosphere is at present an open ques­ 
tion. 
Dr. Julius Schmidt has lately published 
that he finds from the observations of the 
red spot on Jnpiter, during a period éx- 
tending from 1879 to 1880, that an interval 
of 9 hours, 55 minutes, 34.4 seconds repre­ 
sents the rotation of that planet upon its 
own axis. 
But he is not quite sure about 
the matter, after all, and like a wise and 
prudent man wants confirmatory evidence. 
A mixture of three parts of salicylic acid 
and eighty-seven parts silicate of magnesia 
is said to be not ouly a remedy for sweat­ 
ing of the feet, but, when rubbed over the 
whole body, ou tiie authority oi Dr. Kotin- 
bom, a cure for night-sweating by con­ 
sumptives.

Old wine, says Maeagno,* owes its mel­ 
lo x cess mote Vi the increase of glycerine 
than to a decrease of tannin in the liquid. 
The “ keepiug” of the win ■, he maintains, 
depends upon the proportion ti.e alcohol 
Le is to the tannin.

THE RIGHT COURSE. 
We hope it is true, as stated, that all 
the Republican candidates for Congress in 
South Carolina intend to contest the 
claims of the Democrats. For if th¡3 is 
done the illegitimate methods employed 
in that State will be exposed, and the 
great motive for maintaining the solidity 
of the South will be removed. If the 
Southern Democrats realize that bull­ 
dozing and ballot-box stuffing are useless, 
and will not secure seats in Congress to 
the party which employs them, they will 
cease to resort to those agencies, and will 
try the effect of honesty in poli­ 
tics. 
This 
is 
one 
of 
the best 
consequences to be derived from a 
Republican majority in the House. 
The Democrats have probably not carried 
a single district in South Carolina by fair 
means. If that can be shown it will be 
the duty of the House to refuse to admit 
the Democratic claimants. In this way the 
solid South will be constitutionally baffled, 
and its favorite weapons will be deprived 
of all offensive power. If the practice of 
illegimate methods cannot be proved, and 
if the Democratic claimants can show 
a clear record, the House will be 
obliged to seat them, and therefore 
if they are confident of the justice 
of their cause they ought to welcome 
a contest. It is not necessary to con­ 
sider what the Democrats wculd have done 
had they secured a majority in Congress, 
for they have shown in the past what they 
are capable of doing. The duty of the 
Republicans, however, haB nothing to do 
with questions of that kind. They are 
there to see that Mexican politics are not 
rewarded ; that spurious elections, gained 
by swindling and intimidation, are nulli­ 
fied ; that the right of a free suffrage 
is vindicated ; and that Congress is 
purged of sham 
representation. 
It 
must be made clear to the Southern 
mind 
that 
if 
people 
will 
not 
hold fair elections they shall not profit by 
unfair ones. 
That if they disfranchise 
others they shall be disfranchised them­ 
selves. That a solid South founded upon 
fraud will meet no recognition from the 
representatives of a solid North founded 
upon constitutional principles. 
When 
the Southern Democrats have mastered 
these considerations they will have made 
" a long step forward. They will then 
realize that injustice will no longer be 
made to pay. They will perceive that the 
solid South has ceased to be a workable 
combination. 
They will find that the 
main necessity of its existence, namely, a 
Democratic Congress, has disappeared. It 
is to be hoped that the Republican candi­ 
dates in every Southern district where 
foul means were employed, will follow the 
example of South Carolina Republicans, 
and prepare for a contest. There should 
not be left one member of Congress who 
cannot show valid credentials, and if the 
work of purification is carried out thor­ 
oughly it is highly probable that this 
measure will go far to settle the solidity 
question. 


The question whether miracles, and es­ 
pecially miraculous cures, happen, has been 
brought under discussion anew by the 
recent carious confession of faith in the 
so-called miracles of Lourdes made by the 
Rev. Dr. Tyng, of New York. The ob­ 
vious fact that in the case of Dr. Tyng the 
conviction that the Lourdes phenomena 
are genuine rests upon ignorance of the 
physiology of the subject suggests the 
propriety of attempting to estimate the 
scope and extent of that credulity which 
continues to render Buch exhibitions of in­ 
tellectual obtuseness possible. There is 
reason to believe that many if not all the 
historians who have dealt with human 
superstition have hitherto failed to appre­ 
hend its full significance, because they too 
have been ignorant of the extent of the 
power which the mind exercises over the 
body ; in other words, the power St the 
mind to realize even the most extravagant 
conceptions, and to translate folly into 
fact. Whoever, wanting this knowledge 
of the physiology of superstition, ap­ 
proaches the study of human cred­ 
ulity, is sure to lose his labor, and 
to reach conclusions which are alike 
fallacious and perplexing. 
When we 
speak of credulity we must not deceive 
ourselves with the idea that the mental 
capacity of our ancestors was very much 
inferior to that of the present generation. 
It is not so much that the men of the dark 
ages believed things in defiance of reason, 
as that they by their ignorance of science 
actually created evidence which seemed to 
warrant their superstitious beliefs. We 
can illustrate our reasoning more elearly 
by a reference to existing superstitions 
among certain savages. On the west coast 
of Africa there are negro tribes who are so 
convinced of the power of their Obeahs or 
medicine men that they believe it possible 
to charm people to death ; and so effective 
is their faith that if a native of one of 
these tribes believes himself to have been 
so charmed, he will forthwith lie down, 
and die in a few hours, without any dis­ 
ease or ailment- whatever, and from no 
other cause but the overmastering appre­ 
hension of superstition. This shows how 
far the influence of the mind over the body 
may extend, even at the present day, and 
this also serves to illustrate the causes of 
the apparently dense credulity of our 
ancestors. It is impossible to understand 
the witch-mania without bearing this 
consideration constantly in mind. In that 
epidemic of fear and extravagance there 
was a certain stratum of actual phe­ 
nomena which seemed to bear out- the 
accusations of Hopkins and his witch- 
tinding gang. That is to say, people did 
sometimes really suffer physical pain un­ 
der the belief and because of the belief that 
they had been charmed or cursed by­ 
witches. Just as the African savage pines 
away when he fancies that the Obi man 
has cast the fatal spell over him, so some 
of our ancestors really pined away when 
they thought the witch or the wizard had 
been compassing their destruction by su­ 
pernatural means. And the same may be 
said of all charms and conjurations what­ 
ever. Amulets and talismans have always 
depended for their power upon the cred­ 
ulity and ignorance of those who used 
them. We laugh in these days when we 
read that it used to be thought possible to 
cure a cough by fastening a spider in a 
hazel-nut shell, and hanging it round the 
neck of the patient, aud such fantastic 
devices. But we do not sufficiently real­ 
ize that when people were very simple 
and 
ifery confiding it 
was actually 
possible to cure diseases by such methods. 
And these superstitions 
are not all 
dead yet. A short time 
ago we read 
in a publication which affects superior 
philosophy and intelligence, a receipt for 
the cure of the ague which consisted in 
cutting the finger and toe nails of the pa­ 
tient, putting the cuttings on a piece of 
bread-and-butter, and giving the bread- 
and-butter to a dog. 
It was gravely 
stated that this had been tried with emi­ 
nent success, and as the case is alleged to 
have taken place among the ignorant peas­ 
antry of Hindostán it is quite possibie that 
the cure actually occurred. Our ancestors 
had a very similar recipe for ague. They 
supposed that by breaking a salted cake 
of bran and giving it to a dog, when the fit 
came on, the malady would be transferred 
from the patient to the animal. In other 
days there can be no doubt that amulets 
and charms did really produce certain ef­ 
fects. Some of these effects were very em­ 
barrassing, as witness the curious proceed­ 
ings had before the Judicial Congress of 
France, in regard to the superstition known 
as knot-tying, by which newly-married 
couples were sometimes plagued out of all 
measure, aud to which amusing reference 
is made by Montaigne. 
The truth is that the evidence of 
the influence of the mind over the 
body is very abundant, and that it may­ 
be found almost everywhere. 
We all 
have familiar knowledge of the influence 
of the passions upon physical functions 
and secretions. We know how the fear or 
anger of the nnrsing mother may convert 
the milk into poison. We know how the 
digestive processes may be suddenly sus­ 
pended, or reverse action set up, by the 
operation of strong «motion. We have 
heard how the fear of death has so affected 
men’s bodily organs as to bleach their hair. 
IostanceB have been known in which a 
prisoner condemned to death, but pardoned 
on the scaffold, has died of apprehension 
while awaiting the expected doom. It is 
related that a convict condemned to death 
was told that his veins would be opened. 
His eyes were bandaged, his arms were 
pinched, and then some Email taps of 
water were set running to imitate the 
trickling of blood. The physicians stood 
round and conversed in low tones on the 
supposed effect of the loss of blood ; and 
though the patient had not in reality been 
bled at all, he went through all the changes 
proper to a gradual draining of the 
sources of life, and at length died 
of exhaustion, 
precisely as though 
his veins had actually been emptied. 
Of 
the 
influence 
of 
mind 
over 
body every man’s life is, however, a con­ 
stant illustration. 
In sickness it is the 
confident expectation of recovery that does 
more good than medicine. It is the belief 
in the means adopted that cures far oftener 
than the means. 
This is the secret of 
Homeopathy, as it is of all the so-called 
magnetic and spiritual cures which occa­ 
sion nine-day wonders. It is, therefore, 
true in a certain sense that faith can move 
mountains. It can actually do many thing3 
which would at first seem to be beyond 
the reach of imponderable forces, though 


in truth there is no breach of continuity 
between any of the forces of Nature, and 
the common error in this regard arises 
from Man’s perversity in trying to separate 
“ spirit” from “ matter” to suit his ignor­ 
ant fancies. To understand this, however, 
it is to comprehend the philosophy of the 
miraculous as it never can be compre­ 
hended by studying the supernatural 
theory. 
Not only cures but epidemics, 
and even epidemical cures, have constantly 
been caused in the way we have indicated. 
The child-pilgrimage, the dancing-mania 
and the flagellant craze of the Middle 
Ages, were all cases in point. In later 
times similar exhibitions have been given 
at intervals in all parts of the world, and 
always among the most ignorant and 
credulous. 
It is noteworthy that these 
epidemics never attack the educated, and 
indeed that would be impossible. 
The miraculous cures of Lourdes and 
Knock, and wherever else such phenome­ 
na are exhibited, belong to this category. 
They are neither more nor less than fresh 
illustrations of the influence of the mind 
upon the body. W hat that influence is the 
case of Perkins’ Metallic Tractors showed. 
These tractors were pieces of metal which 
it was claimed by the inventor could cure 
disease by being passed over the affected 
part. A certain physician made wooden 
imitations of them, aud succeeded just as 
well. When nitrous oxide was first used 
in medicine, a prominent physician thought 
it might be employed with benefit in a 
case of paralysis. Before applying it he 
inserted a thermometer under the patient’s 
tongue. The patient, an ignorant man, 
thought this was the new remedy, and at 
once declared that he felt better. The 
doctor, struck with the circumstance, 
made an experiment. He did not apply 
the nitrous oxide at all, but left the man in 
his erroneous belief that the thermometer 
was the curative agent. The result was 
that the paralysis was actually cured by 
the thermometer. Now apply the philos­ 
ophy of this case to the Lourdes miracles. 
The patients there think they are un­ 
der supernatural influence. 
If their 
belief is strong it will tend to pro­ 
duce the very effect they expect. 
The auticipation of miracles produces them, 
iu fact, to all practical intents. Every­ 
body has heard the story of Theodore 
Hook and the Btone lion on the top of 
Northumberland House. Hook for a joke 
suddenly halted on the street one day, and 
fixed his eyes on the aforesaid lion. A 
crowd rapidly collected. It was whispered 
that the lion had been seen to wag his tail. 
And in a few minutes a score of people were 
ready to swear that they themselves had 
seen the tail wag. 
The mind may 
actually change the tissues of the body, 
as instance the case related by Carter, of a 
lady who saw a window fall on the hand of 
her child, cutting off three of its fingers. 
When the surgeon had dressed the child’s 
hand the mother complained of pain in 
hers. 
“ On examination, three fingers, 
“ corresponding to those injured in the 
“ child, were discovered to be swollen and 
“ inflamed, although they had ailed 
“ nothing prior to the accident. In four 
“ and-twenty hours incisions were made 
“ into them, and pus was evacuated; 
“ sloughs were afterwards discharged, aud 
“ the wouuds ultimately healed.” Nor is 
this an isolated case. The mind can in fact 
effect any change upon the physical organs, 
from curing even chronic diseases to 
bleaching the hair and arresting life itself. 
There is no need for the intro­ 
duction of supernaturalism at all, aud 
its superfluousness is attested by the fact 
that the kind of cures called miraculous 
have been effected through all recorded 
time, under the most diverse allegations, 
and without any regard to the alleged 
source of the influence. They have oc­ 
curred under the auspices of all religions, 
and under the auspices of entirely irre­ 
ligious or extra-religious performers. For 
centuries the Kings of England, and for a 
long period the monarchs of France also, 
claimed and exercised the gift of miracu­ 
lous healing, and it was then ascribed to 
the divinity that hedges kings. Nothing 
is better attested than the reality of these 
cures by royal touch, yet they cannot be 
cited on behalf of any Church or creed. 
The Zouave Jacob cured as many people as 
Our Lady of Lourdes, yet without pre­ 
tending to sanctity. Shamanism as well as 
Catholicism has its miracles, and they are 
all of a kind. And there can be no doubt 
that this class of miraculous cures will 
continue as long as simple faith and ignor­ 
ance go hand in hand, nor would there be 
any cause for regret in this but for the fact 
that Superstition turus all such phenomena 
to her own ends, and thus puts farther off 
the enlightenment and the intellectual en­ 
franchisement of the least advanced peoples. 


A RADICAL LAND SCHEME. 
Mr. Alfred Russel Wallace proposes, in 
the Covtemporary Review, what he very 
correctly designates “ a radical solution of 
“ the Irish land problem.” It is certainly 
the most sweeping and comprehensive 
proposition that has yet been or that is at 
all likely to be made. Mr. Wallace iu fact 
proposes -that a law shall be enacted de­ 
creeing that at the expiration of four lives 
all the land in Ireland shall revert to the 
State, and shall then be let at a moderate 
ground rent, the proprietors or occupautB 
at the time of the lapse having the prefer­ 
ence in applications for the tenancy. This 
scheme, which Mr. Wallace appears to 
have thought out independently, since he 
makes no mention of Henry George’s or 
Laveley’s propositions on the subject, is in 
effect almost identical with that which the 
first-named of these two writers has ad­ 
vanced in “ Progress and Poverty.” Mr. 
Wallace does not seek to fortify his po­ 
sition by the arguments which Mr. George 
thinks strongest, but he argues that the 
right of the State to take the land rests 
upon the eame kind of foundation as'the 
right of the individual to bequeath the 
land. Thns he says : “ The power of 
“ unlimited transmission of land, in a 
“ fixed line, not as an estate to be occupied 
“ and personally enjoyed, but solely as a 
“ source of wealth and social influence, 
“ has been shown to be contrary to 
“ public policy ; and here, therefore, 
“ our main principle will come into op­ 
eratio n —namely, that whatever may be 
“ done legally and equitably by individuals 
“ may also be done by the State. Now, 
“ any individual owner has the power of 
“ diverting the transmission of land into 
“ another direction than that desired by 
“ the previous owner. He may do this 
“ in accordance with his personal wishes, 
“ his necessities, or even as impelled by 
“ hi3 vices, and no person has a right to 


“ claim compensation for any supposed 
“ injury or injustice in the land’s not com- 
“ ing to such a person. The State, then, 
“ may properly claim and exercise a like 
“ power for important public purposes ; 
“ but in order that ‘just expectations’ 
“ may not be interfered with, nothing 
“ should be done to prevent an estate from 
“ descending in due course, at least as far 
“ as the grand-children of any existing 
“ owner ; and if we go one step further and 
“ say that the law shall not be altered so 
“ as to affect even his great-grand-children, 
“ we certainly extend the principle as far 
“ as anyone can reasonably claim on the 
“ ground that his ‘ sentimental interests ’ 
“ ought to be respected.” He therefore 
proposes that “ all landed property in 
“ Ireland shall legally descend for four 
“ generations beyond the existing owner, 
“ and then pass to the State.” Of course, 
though Mr. Wallace does not say so, his 
argument applies with precisely equal force 
to the landed property of England, and it 
is very certain that if such a law was en­ 
acted for Ireland it would not be many 
years before it would have to be extended 
to the whole United Kingdom. It must 
be admitted that Mr. Wallace has pre­ 
sented his proposition very strongly. That 
is absolutely necessary in such a case, since 
nothing but the most cogent and forcible 
presentation could cause such a suggestion 
to be looked at. In England, 
“ Where Freedom broadens slowly down 
From precedent to precedent,” 
It is very difficult to introduce any idea 
which runs counter to the whole tenden­ 
cies of the nation. The land system of 
England is a part of the country. It has 
grown into the minds of the people, much 
as our school system has into the popular 
mind of the United States, and no matter 
how much in need of reform or revolution 
it may be, it will be enormously difficult 
to get anything done. Not to speak of the 
influence of the aristocracy, which must 
necessarily be cast with desperate concert 
against all and every manner of change, it 
will require the education of years to bring 
even the masses of the English Liberals 
up to the point of believing that a radical 
change is necessary. Considering the ex­ 
tent and nature of the obstacles in the way 
of land reform in that country, it is there­ 
fore the more surprising that Mr. Wallace 
should have been permitted to broach so 
radical aud extreme a plane in one of the 
leading agencies of modern thought. What 
effect his proposal will have upon the 
British mind we are as yet unable to 
say, but it is scarcely possible that he 
can escape some fierce attacks from 
the defenders of the existing situation. 
It is true that by bringing it forward as a 
panacea for Ireland he has cunningly 
contrived to secure some shelter for him­ 
self, but it is not to be supposed that the 
possibility of legislating separately for the 
two countries on the land question will be 
assumed, and therefore the full significance 
of the suggestion must he perceived. The 
land question all over the world is indeed 
only in its infancy. Neither America nor 
Europe has yet been emancipated from the 
fetters of feudalism. The current notions 
of property in land arc both confused and 
irrational, aud there can be no serious 
doubt that national economy on this sub­ 
ject requires to be entirely reorganized, 
That this cannot be done without persist­ 
ent organized agitation aud popular educa­ 
tion is very certain, but as the new views 
are the result of clearer perceptions and 
fuller knowledge, and as these perceptions 
and this knowledge can be disseminated, 
we may be sure that when the time is ripe 
the revolution will be effected, and we may 
also be confident that it will involve 
neither violence nor injustice. 


BARRIERS AGAINST PROGRESS 
The advocates of the new Constitution 
are beginning to experience the disagree­ 
able results of championing fallacies. So 
long as the measure was untried they were 
able to predict all manner of benefits to 
flow from it, but now that it is actually in 
operation the people cannot be deluded with 
fabrications. It does not need to be said 
that the new Constitution has failed to 
realize a single one of the sanguine antici­ 
pations of its friends. It is notorious that 
it has injured the State, and that its sinis­ 
ter results are becoming more conspicuous 
every day. Its scheme of taxation was 
framed for the special gratitication of that 
malevolence which sees in prosperity a 
sort of crime to be punished, and which 
seeks to equalize the inequalities of society 
by masked confiscation. TIiíb is no new 
spirit. It is older than any civilization 
of which we possess any record. It has 
always been a disturbing element in soci­ 
ety. But the instances in which it has 
been permitted to control legislation are 
few, and in every one of them the same 
ruinous consequences have 
followed. 
Just 
now 
an 
attempt 
is 
being 
made 
to 
excite some interest in 
local manufacturing enterprises, but the 
moment the suggestion is made it is 
perforce met with the insuperable objec­ 
tion that it is impossible to start manu­ 
factures in California because the new 
Constitution has prohibited all such un­ 
dertakings by its method of double taxation. 
The effect of the present system of taxation 
is to put a veto upon corporate enterprises 
by declaring that all such undertakings 
shall be taxed double upon all the property 
they possess. 
The law which defines 
representatives of property to be equavalent 
in taxable value to the property represented 
is of necessity a fatal obstacle 
to 
progress. 
It is an effectual preventive of 
co-operative investments, in fact, and it 
places a special impost upon all extensive 
enterprises. It is therefore not only op­ 
posed to equity, but it is in flagrant con­ 
travention of every sound economic 
principle. 
It is a well-established fact 
that any community prospers in proportion 
to the freedom of the activities of its mem­ 
bers. Where this freedom is the fullest 
there will be found the largest prosperity. 
Where hindrances are interposed to the free 
expansion of industry and enterprise, 
commerce and 
manufacture languish, 
aud enterprise 
disappears. 
Already 
under the new Constitution a tend­ 
ency ha3 been Eet up ainopg our 
wealthier citizens to look elsewhere for 
fields of investment. When the instru­ 
ment was under discussion we predicted 
that this would be the case, for we per­ 
ceived that it would be impossible to 
compel men of large means to submit to 
the inequitable methods of taxation pro­ 
posed. The Communists and malignants 
who engineered that controversy on the 
side of the Constitution affected to ridicule 
such apprehensions, and confidently as­ 
serted that our rich men would be obliged 


to stay and take their punishment. They 
were unfortunately believed, and now the 
drain of capital and enterprise is away 
from California more and more. 
The 
effect of this movement is much more 
important than may at first appear. It is 
not only the removal of capital from the 
State that is injurious, but every such 
incident discourages other investors, and 
thus tends to warn enterprising men 
from us. 
It is not probable that the present effort 
to establish manufactures will succeed, for 
business men will not invest money under 
conditions such as have been eet up under 
the new Constitution. No man of any 
business sagacity is willing to be taxed 
double for the privilege of holding stock 
in a manufacturing company, and there­ 
fore capital will naturally seek other fields. 
This is exactly what was to have been 
expected, but the people who believed in 
the new Constitution shut their eyes to all 
common sense considerations. They thought 
the opportunity was presented to them of 
punishing the wicked persons who had 
succeeded in life, and they scoffed at all 
who represented to them that the condi­ 
tions under which the minority could get 
rich were naturally the best for the ma­ 
jority. Some who see the folly and fatality 
of the new scheme of taxation are de­ 
manding the repeal of the Constitution or 
the calling of a Convention to frame an­ 
other one. After the experience we have 
had of Constitutional Conventions we 
should have thought any Californian would 
be cautious about proposing a second body 
of that kind. As to repealing the Con­ 
stitution, that cannot be thought of 
until the whole community has come 
to realize 
its pernicious character. 
We doubt whether 
publie opinion 
is yet ripe for a salutary change. In 
matters of this kind it is generally neces­ 
sary to endure much suffering before the 
fallacy is perceived. A year or two of 
double taxation and of the new plan of 
mortgage taxation w ill undoubtedly open 
the eyes of those who still hold out against 
the facts of the case. The farmers have 
not yet learned to comprehend the new 
Constitution, though many of them must 
have begun to perceive dimly that it has 
not brought them the good they antici 
pated. So long as it ¡3 the supreme law of 
the State, however, it will continue to pro­ 
duce evil effects. It is idle to expect that 
there can be any important progress made 
under its provisions. Men will not volun­ 
tarily submit themselves to discriminating 
taxation, and the lower the rate of interest 
falls the more hopeless will the situation 
become in this respect. Meantime it is 
necessary that the tendency of the law 
should be clearly pointed out, and that 
there should be no mistake as to the cause 
of the want of prosperity which is affecting 
so large a section of the State, and which 
is daily driving more of the brains and en­ 
ergy of the community into exile. 


THE MANAGEMENT OF THE SCHOOLS. 
Evidently there is room for much im­ 
provement in the methods by which the 
public schools are governed. The Board 
of Education and the Superintendent 
ought to work in perfect harmony. It has 
been suggested that this could be accom­ 
plished by giving the Board the appoint­ 
ment of Superintendent. That has been 
done at Quincy, but the circumstances at 
Quincy are peculiar. In that city the 
people have been fortunate and judicious 
enough to elect and then keep in office a 
Board of Education composed of highly 
educated men of wealth and leisure, and 
this exceptionally capable Board has been 
in its turn fortunate enough to find a Su­ 
perintendent who is a trained educator of 
rare ability and experience. The Board of 
Quincy, moreover, after fully satisfying 
itself of the ability of the Superintendent, 
placed the schools entirely in his hands, 
and confined itself thenceforward to such 
acts of helpfulness as were needed. Under 
ordinary conditions, and restricted as we 
are by the existing political system, we 
could not hope for such a measure of suc­ 
cess. In the first place our Board of Edu­ 
cation cannot be said to be the result of 
special selection iu any way. 
The 
nominees are put forward through the 
ordinary political machinery, and if 
they prove to be capable it is mere 
chance work. The same assertions apply 
to the Superintendent. He also is a politi­ 
cal nominee, quite independent of the 
Board, and not chosen in such a manner as 
to afford any opportunity for intelligent 
selection. The general result is of course 
haphazard. We may have a good Board 
and a good Superintendent, or a good 
Board and a poor Superintendent, or a 
poor Board and a good Superintendent, or 
a had Board and a bad Superintendent. 
The whole business is made a lottery, and 
the public never can know how it is going 
to turn out until after the election. If the 
Board was chosen in accordance with busi­ 
ness principles much improvement would 
follow. If, that is to say, its members 
could be selected from those citizens who 
possess education and sufficient interest in 
the work and leisure for its performance to 
secure due attention on their part. Such 
a Board might be safely intrusted with the 
appointment of the Superintendent, but 
such a Board we are very unlikely to get 
while the present system obtains, aud until 
we can get it there would be no assurance 
of better things in changing the mode of 
procuring Superintendents. 


CIVIL SERVICE REFORM AT HOME. 
The principles upon - which Civil Service 
reform is based necessarily apply with 
equal force to all positions in the public 
service, hut this fact appears to be very 
imperfectly comprehended. It is quite as 
much to the interest of the people that the 
offices of a State or a county or a munici­ 
pality should be filled upon common busi­ 
ness principles as that the federal offices 
should be so filled. Yet we constantly 
find men who profess to believe in Civil Ser­ 
vice reform as applied to the federal offices, 
but never think of applying it to any other 
kind. Outside of the federal offices they 
would retain the spoils system, in fact, 
and they cannot see the inconsistency of 
this attitude. The truth is that it ought 
to be the rule in all non-elective offices 
that the appointments should be made for 
fitness alone ; and when a fit appointment 
has once been made it shculd not be 
meddled with again. The business rule 
is to find out the best men for the work re­ 
quired to be done, and to keep them at it 
when they are found. The political theory 
that without a large number of official 
prizes to scramble for there would be no 
popular interest in politics is mere moon­ 


shine. The proportion of office-seekers to 
the voting population is quite inconsider­ 
able, and if they were eliminated alto­ 
gether it would make no appreciable differ­ 
ence in the outcome. The people ought to 
realize by this time that the standpoint of 
the politicians on this question is not the 
standpoint of the general interest. The 
public need fidelity, competence and econ­ 
omy in the transaction of public business, 
and when they have secured that they do 
not care for anything more. To attain 
that, however, it is necessary to throw 
aside the programme of the politicians, 
and substitute a business programme for 
it. To keep fit men in office is the inter­ 
est of the many. To maintain constant 
rotation in office is the interest of the few. 
Clearly the interest of the few ought not 
to be placed before-that of the many, but 
as certainly it 
always has been so 
placed thus far, 
aud there can be 
no doubt that this will continue to be 
the case until the mosses think for them­ 
selves, and insist upon the adoption of 
business principles in the conduct of their 
affairs. There is not a State or a county 
or a city in the Union, probably, which 
could not be governed for from a third to 
a half less than it costs now, if these prin­ 
ciples were enforced. 
The people are 
always, and generally with reason, com­ 
plaining of the heavy burden of taxation, 
yet they go on year after year without 
obtaining any sensible diminution of that 
burden, because they will not take the 
trouble to do their own thinking. Twelve 
million dollars a year are raised and ex­ 
pended in California for State and county 
government. It is preposterous to sup­ 
pose that the work of government could 
not be performed for much less than this. 
We believe that it not only could but 
ought to be done for half the amount, and 
even then the estimate would be a most 
liberal one. But until the claims of par­ 
tisanship are rigorously disallowed, and 
the people insist upon radical reform from 
top to bottom, there will not be any remis­ 
sion of taxation. 
THE FUTURE OF CANADA. 
An interesting article on this subject ap 
pears in the Con temporary Review. The 
writer believes that all ideas of a close 
connection between England and the Do­ 
minion are delusive, aud gives many rea­ 
sons for this conclusion. He points out 
that no matter what form of expression 
may be used in discussing the question, 
Canada is necessarily outside of and be­ 
yond the jurisdiction of England, aud not 
only this, but her interests have nothing in 
common with those of the mother country. 
He shows that it must be impossible to 
form a federation of the English posses­ 
sions of North America which will not fall 
to pieces from natural canses, and he has 
no hesitation in predicting that the future 
of Canada will be annexation to the United 
States. 
Every consideration, he thinks, 
leads up to this consummation. All the 
attraction of superior national importance 
draws Canada towards the United States. 
In her isolated position she has no satis­ 
factory prospect. She has not the satis­ 
faction of feeling that she is really in 
close communion with England. 
She 
has developed a population which is quite 
as un-British as that of the United 
States in many regards. In the event 
of foreign war she is exposed to great dan­ 
ger, without any practical compensations. 
She can never hope to be anything more 
than a province under the existing condi­ 
tions. England cannot protect her, can­ 
not govern her, cannot help her at all 
effectually in any way. Her separation 
from her powerful neighbor injures her 
commerce and retards her progress. In 
short, at present she is in an anomalous 
aud unsatisfactory condition, and the best 
thing she can do is to put an end to the 
mutual perplexity by casting in her lot 
with the United States. Of course this ar­ 
gument may not faithfully represent any 
important element of Canadian opinion, 
but it is certainly forcible, and it is likely 
to produce considerable impression upon 
the English audience to which it is ad­ 
dressed. The United States, it is true, 
have no particular haukering after Canada 
at present; but if she really desires to 
change her maiden state for the married 
one, we presume there will be no objection 
on this side of the border, and it has al­ 
ready been shown that England world not 
resist the step. 


SAN FRANCISCO ITEMS. 
[From San Francisco exchanges of December 3d.) 
The next steamer for China and Japan 
will be the Belgic, due on December 13th. 
During the month of November (¡4,313 
tons of coal were received at this port, an 
increase of 1,74(¡ tona over the receipts iu 
October. 
One of the California lionesses at Wood­ 
ward’s Gardens yesterday gave birth to 
three whelps. This is represented to be 
the first case on record where California 
lions have bred in a state of captivity. 
Four of the five cases of small-pox re­ 
ported to-day were verified. 
One resided 
on Minna street, between Fourth and 
Fifth; one on Montgomery avenue; one on 
Moss street, and one reported to the 
authorities. 
The following analysis of the number of 
twenty-onesters of this city who cast their 
first vote at the last election has been pre­ 
pared by Fred. M. Thall : First Ward, 
319 ; Second Ward, 341 ; Third Ward, 
79; Fourth Ward, 319; Fifth Ward, 6(3; 
Sixth Ward, 213 ; Seventh Ward, 299 ; 
Eighth Ward, 743; Ninth Ward, 393; 
Tenth Ward, 1,059: Eleventh Ward, 
1,174; Twelfth Ward, 970. Total, 5,885. 
The cases of the indicted city officials 
came up before Judge Ferral to-day. In 
the case of Sheriff Desmond, indicted on 
three charges of felony, motion to set aside 
the indictment on the ground thaf the 
names of two witnesses had been left off 
the indictment was allowed. Argument 
on the motion made by the District At­ 
torney to resubmit the causes to the Grand 
Jury was set for one week from to-morrow. 
Louis Kaplan and Win. Kierski, indicted 
on eight charges of grand larceny, one of 
petty larceny and two of false pretenses, 
were allowed until two weeks from to­ 
morrow to plead. J. P. Le Count, Kaplan 
and Kierski were also granted until the 
same time to plead on the six joint indict­ 
ments for false pretenses. On indictment 
No. 1, for false pretenses, Kaplan and 
Kierski pleaded not guilty.

LIBBY PRISON SOLD AT AUCTION. 
Libby Prison, tne nistoric military jail 
of the Confederate Government, was re­ 
cently sold at auction under a deed of 
trust. The auctioneer stated that the 
property was being rented as a tobeoew 
factory at $50 a mouth. The building was 
started at $5,500, and went up by slow de­ 
grees to $6,000. The auctioneer said re- 
proaehiully that it cost over half this 
amount to put down the piles upon which 
the building was erected. He then sug­ 
gested that such was the value of the his­ 
torical associations of the building, that if 
it were pulled down the bricks could easily 
be sold at the North for $1 apiece, and as 
there were 240,000 bricks the building 
would bring $2.0,000. He would, how­ 
ever, be satisfied to sell it for less mor.ey. 
Tins appeal sent the bidding up to $6,725, 
and it w as knocked down to James T. Gray, a 
young capitalist of Richmond. The build­ 
ing is now occupied by F. M. Boyken as a 
tobacco factory. 
A crowd of negroes 
looked through the upper story ircn-bars, 
interested spectators of the sale. 
Libby Prison was the most famous of 
ti e Confederate military prisons, and by 
the Confederate Government it was ranked 
as the most secure, although the success of 
the tunneling enterprise of Streight, Rose, 
and otheis rather depreciated the idea of 
its safety, and caused Major Turner to 
double his guards. The Libby iu cmtward 
appearance lias changed little since the 
war. Even the sign, although now much 
weather-stained and rather indistinct, 
is there still- ''Libby Prison.” The iron 
bars have been taken away from the 
windows aud sold as old iron. Soon 
after the war the prison was without 
tenants, but finally a Northern gentle­ 
man rented it and fitted it up as a su­ 
mac warehouse. Subsequently it was used 
as a tobacco sreaincry, and then as a to­ 
bacco factory. The building has a front of 
140 feet aud a depth of 105 feet. When it 
was used as a prison it was divided into 
nine rooms, eaeh 102 feet long and 45 feet 
wide. The partitions have been knocked 
down. In mauy places on the walls there 
can still be seen letters and dates carved in 
the bricks by Federal captives. Scattered 
about there are designs by those prisoners 
who were artistically inclined and had a 
taste for the sculptor’s art. Skulls, cross­ 
bones, coffins, chains, are mixed up with 
the more ambitions attempts in the shape 
of thin-legged animals, which the behold­ 
er’s fancy cau take for horses, cows, or 
dragons. 
Men who were confined ia the Libby are 
scattered all over the Union, aud yet it 
may be doubted whether there is one m a 
hundred who knows the history of Libby 
Prison. It was built as a warehouse by an 
old citizen of Richmond, Mr. Libby, and 
up to ten years before the war he occupied 
the building. When the war began the 
sign, “ Libby it Sons, Ship Chandlers and 
Grocers,” was over the entrance, and re­ 
mained there up to 1S63. Many a Federal 
prisoner will remember seeing it. Old Mr. 
Libby lived on Church Hill, in the lower 
portion of the city, near the historic St. 
John’s Church, in which Patrick Henry 
delivered his immortal oratioD, conducing, 
“ but for me, gne me liberty or give me 
death.” This hill, overlooking the river, 
since the war lias been turned into a pai k, 
aud is known as Libby Hill Park. I i bis 
warehouse Mr. L.obv amassed a large for­ 
tune.Libby Prison was not the first choice of 
the Confederate Government as a military 
prieon. Soon after the commencement of 
hostilities the authorities began to look 
around for a suitable buildiug as a prison 
for Union soldiers. They fixed upon a 
large frame building in what is known as 
Lumpkin's alley. This was the first mili­ 
tary prison in Richmond, and perhaps the 
South, and was called “ Castle Godwin.” 
It had been built aud used a3 a “ jail ” for 
the housing of slaves before they were 
sold. Lumpkin’s alley was f;!!' d with 
these large houses called “ jails,” and here 
the slave sales took place. Castle Godwin 
had not been in use a year before it was 
found to be too small for the accommoda­ 
tion of the prisoners, and the Confederate 
authorities fixed upon the large ware!;, use 
of Libby & Sons, “ on the dock.” 
Castle Godwin was nearly a mile from 
the river,-and >n a low and swampy portion 
of the city. It is a singular fact that none 
of the .Libby Prison officials are now in 
Richmond. There are quite a number of 
ex Confederates who acted as guards at 
the prison still living here. Major Turner, 
the commandant at the Libby, was one of 
the youngest officers in the Confederate 
service, and h¡3 rank was owing to the fact 
that he had been at West Point. When 
the States seceded lie was a cadet there, 
and at once resigned and came South. He 
held the position of commandant of the 
Libby until the close of the war, when he 
went to Mexico and experienced an adven­ 
turous life with Maximilian. Afterward 
he returned to Mississippi, studied den­ 
tistry, and one of his guards says that he is 
now a successful dentist in Memphis.

Nor was this all -lie 
aetualty succeeded in freezing a quantity 
of water in a red-hot crucible!—[Loudon 
Globe. 


T h e C o d lin g M o th a n d il s .Skwond 
S e lf. W. W. Freeman, of Rough and 
Ready, Nevada county, writes aa follows 
concerning the codling moth : “ The pa­ 
pers have had a great deal to say recently 
about the codling moth. It might be well 
to investigate a little further before recom­ 
mending any rash legislation on tne sub­ 
ject. The moth has almost destroyed some 
apple crops in this part of Nevada county. 
I have a couple of specimens -ote taken 
from an apple and the other from a black- 
oak acorn. If there is any difieri-nce, it 
will require a microscope to rev. al it. 
They appear to be exactly the same. They 
are now in what I suppose is termed the 
pupa state. It is almost impossible to liud 
an acorn that is not full of worms. I have 
found as many as five worms in a single 
acorn. I would like to have the R ecord- 
U n io n call attention to the fact for fact 
it certainly is—that is, the same moth that 
destroys the apple works on the acorn also. 
All who have seen the specimens that I 
have pronounce them the same.”

Speed the Plow. 
T he first real rainy day of the present sea- 
«on W3" the first day of December. 
On the 
first and second the rainfall generally over 
th e State was more than two inches—an 
am ount sufficient to enable farmers to start 
th e plows. 
One year ago the rainfall up to 
the find of the present date was a little less 
than we have had this year, and the fear 
a t th at time was quite prevalent th at there 
would not be tim e enough to get in a full 
area of land In wheat before it would be too 
late to sow. 
The same feeling has been en­ 
tertained this year, but since the rain has 
beeu so general and so plentiful this fear will 
now disappear, and ail will put the plows to 
going with all their force and energy. 
Prob­ 
ably » ith in the next thirty days there will 
toe more land plowed and wheat sown by 
less num ber of men employed thau has been 
sown i . : y other State in the U nited State?, 
o r any o'her country. 
On all the large farms 
one man will handle six animals and will 
ru n gano-!.lows of three plows in each gang. 
T h e grai 
will be covered with harrows from 
te n te- twelve feet wide drawn by an equal 
...r of animals, and thus one man will 
perform what in most of the older States 
tiire i -n are in the habicof performing. Mot 
oniy the gang-plow but all the plows wi.l be 
p u t to the beat speed and the work of seeding 
w ill be done up as rapidly as possible and at 
th e le .s t possible expense of money and hu­ 
m an labor. 
December is considered as good 
a m ..th as any and perhaps the best in which 
to put in wheat. 
I t is too late in the season 
to t> ■ iu much danger of being injured by 
dr- nght after the grain has sprouted, aud it is 
still - ,r!y enough to insure a pretty good 
ro o t and hold of the Boil before warm spring 
w eather and rapid top growth. W heat sown 
in December is considered good for five 
buhie's per acre at least more than wheat 
sown in Jauuary or later. 
Hence we say 
speed the plow, but a t the same time do the 
w ork well. W heat put in well—that is, where 
th e soil is well prepared and pulverized, and 
th e seed well covered—is considered good for 
a t least ten bushels per acre more than wheat 
poorly put in. There is more danger th at the 
crops will suffer from the seediug being done 
badly than from its being done slowly. 
Let 
what. is Jone be done well though less be 
■done.

F at Stock Show. 
T he State Board of Agriculture of Illinois 
holds an annual show of fat stock each win­ 
ter. 
Oae of these shows has ju st been con­ 
cluded at Chicago. 
The entries were not as 
nu.neror.s “ heretofore, aud we judge the 
Interes is hardly as well m aintained as was 
expected. 
Iu the cattle departm ent we no­ 
tice to. 
Shorthorns, the 
Heiefords and 
Devon?, and grades of these three breed?, 
w ere 
be only contestants for the prizes 
off red. 
Tne contests were pritiei; ally he- 
tw een the Shorthorns and Hereford?, a n i 
th e pr ii iuiiis were about equally divided 
betw een these breeds. 
The Herefords are 
apparently gaining on the Shorthorns iu the 
contest for the 
first place among botf- 
m aking 
cattle, 
both 
in 
Europe 
and 
A m erica, if we may judge of tbe success 
th ey are achieving in these fat stock con* 
tests. 
The Devons are a smaller breed, but 
in mountainous and uneven countries v.ii! 
^ive a better return for the investment than 
■cither of the larger breed?, but for a rich 
lev el country these large breeds hold the first 
place the world over. 
The question as to 
w hich of these breeds of cattle will make the 
m ost and best beef at the least coat is one of 
fp-ent importance to the people of the U nited 
StateB, and, we may add, to the world. 
The 
Shorthorns have been the most popular breed, 
and for general purposes will probably re­ 
m ain so for a long tim e to come, for the rea­ 
son that among the Shorthorns there are strains 
o r families th at aro fair milkers, while it is 
hardly claimed by anybody that the H ere­ 
fords have any m erit or claim for this good 
quality. 
On the other baud, it is claimed 
th a t the Herefords are better feelers and 
m ore hardy animals, and will therefore make 
more profitable animals as beef-makcrs on the 
natural feed of the W estern prairies of this 
Oinntry, and better animals to cross w ith the 
native breeds of Texas and the Southwestern 
States and Territories generally. The contest 
going on between these breeds in Europe and 
th e 
U nited 
States 
is 
one, 
however, 
of feeding rather than pasturing or grazing. 
T he question to be decided by this contest is 
as to which breed can be made to produce 
the most and best m eat at a given age by 
care and skill in handling and feeding. 
A 
calf is ftd from his birth till he is two or 
three years old with reference not merely to 
producing the greatest live weight, but with 
more especial reference to producing a carcass 
th a t will yield the most money, cut up and 
sold, from the butcher’s block. 
This ques­ 
tion goes to the icquiry as to which produces 
•the greater weight of high-priced m eat—as 
for instance, loin and porter house steaks, 
good roast?, etc.—and the decision of these 
inq uiries depends not upon the gross weight 
so much as upon the distribution of fat 
an d 
lean m eat upon aud through 
the 
ani :na!e. 
Some animals when fed till very 
fat accumulate th at fat in bunches, while 
others distribute it well through all the part?, 
m aking what expert? call marbled meat. 
A t 
the late fat stock show at Chicago live ani­ 
mals w tie shown, and the judges were ie- 
quired to decide upon their judgm ent from 
the appearance of the animals, those of the 
same age being shown against each other. 
Anim als were 
a'so slaughtered and the 
carcasses submitted to the test of dressing to 
determ ine the proportion of loss by wa?te of 
offal, aud the meat was examined to deter­ 
mine its proportion of 
high-priced meat 
and 
its 
texture 
aud 
good 
qualities 
generally. 
Of the three three-year-old steers 
so slaughtered 
and 
tested 
two 
were 
H erefords aud one a grade Shorthorn, and 
th e decision was in favor of one of the H ere­ 
fords. 
The committee decided in favor of 
th is carcass as hating the best quarters, pre­ 
senting the smoothest carcass, with the fat 
more evenly distributed throughout, the fat 
and iean being more evenly distributed aud 
finely marbled. The premium carcass gave 
tb e greatest proportion of profitable m eat to 
tin- weight of the whole, oa account, as the 
com m ittee taid, of the thickness aud length 
of the loin, with less loss fr- m trim m ing off 
fat. 
H e ha-1 a broade-, 1 nger and better- 
filled back, the hind quarters being heavier 
as compared to the forequarters, and yielded 
a greater proportion of loin and porter-house 
steak. Of the two-year-old steers killed, there 
were two—one a grade Shorthorn and one a 
grade Hereford—and the Shorthorn wor. the 
ptize as coming the nearest to a butcher’s 
model. 
The yearling slaughtered was a cross 
betw een the Shorthorn and Hereford breeds, 
and the commit,?-’ decided th at it had the 
best proportioned carcass throughout of any 
th ey examined. 
The Prairie Farmer offered 
* premium of $53 for the best two-year-old 
and under three steer, and there were tw enty 
■entries for this premium. 
The successful 
. anim a’ was a H er, ford. 
These fat csttl - 
:t rM w aare among the most i-'e re s’ing a n ' 
’la ? tractive exiiibiiouu of the country, aaa 


will be eagerly watched by all cattle men of 
the whole country. If there is any advantage 
of one breed over the other it is a m atter of 
great moment in a business sense th a t this 
fact be fully ascertained and determined. 
If 
there be a difference of but five pounds on 
au average in favor of the Shorthorn at the 
age ot three year?, to know this fact is worth 
millions of dollars to the beef-growing inter­ 
ests of the U nited States alone. 
If, on the 
other hand, that dfff,rencc is in favor of the 
Hereford, it is of equal importance th at the 
fact be known, and the sooner the better. 
These fat cattle shows are calculated to settle 
this question sooner, aud iu a more satis­ 
factory manner than it can be setth d in any 
other way. 
In view of the importance of 
this question to the cattl?-growers of this 
State and coast, would it not be well for our 
State Board of Agriculture to take steps to 
investigate the Bubj-ct ? This could be done 
by separate fairs or shows held ia the w inter 
or by offering premiums for fat cattle to he 
exhibited a t the regular annual f iirs in Sep­ 
tember. 


Im ports and Exports. 
N othing can show more plainly the m ate­ 
rial pr- sperity of the U nited Stales than a 
comparison of the imports and exports. The 
figures of the Bu.eau of Statistics show that 
iu 1870 the imports of the U nited States, 
gold value, were §419 803,113, while for 1SS0, 
ten years later, the value of imports was only 
§65(5,198, '49—a t .tal increase of §230.395,327, 
or a little over 50 per cent. 
The same fig­ 
ures show th at the value of domestic exports 
of 1S70 was §370,01(5 473, ard the value of 
exports for 1S80 wa? §821,100 789—a total in­ 
crease of $447,490,320, or a little over 119 per 
cent., tne ratio of increase in value of ex­ 
ports being more th in double the ratio of im­ 
ports. 
This exp ,-se do,s not preaent a teir 
rate of increase production for the reason 
th at home consumption has more than kept 
P’ace with home production. 


America s C apacity for W heat. 
The English Government is interested to 
know the Am erican capacity for wheat pro­ 
duction. 
I t is piobable th at no definite an­ 
swer can be given a t this tim e to this inquiry, 
but we are inclined to believe th at the answer 
given by the agents of the British Govern­ 
ment ha3 been ;.t le3St satisfactory to th at 
Government—th at this answer has for the 
present at least allayed all fears th at America 
will fail to produce all th at England will re­ 
quired for consumption. 
A w riter in the 
American Miller, apparently well informed 
oa the subject, estimates th at there are at 
least 470,000,009 acres of land in the U nited 
States th at can be devoted to wheat culture. 
The fact th at the great crop of the whole 
country for the last year would n-.t be suffi­ 
cient to seed the area upon which we could 
sow and produce crops of wheat, gives some 
idea of our great capacity iu this direction. 
W ith tliia vast area iu wheat, the U nited 
States would produce more thau enough 
wheat to feed the world upon. 
If the agents 
sent out by Great Britain have comprehended 
and reported our vast resource? to their Gov- 
erment. we thiulc the report ought a t least to 
allay all fear? for ti e present.

HEW PUBLICATIONS. 


T he 
P hanaro 
G risoum eter. — The 
phauaro grisoum eter is the nam e of a new 
apparatus for indicating th e presence of 
dangerous gases in fiery mines. 
A lamp 
of peculiar construction and a pyrom eter 
make up th e instrum ent. 
The lam p is 
covered w ith a cylinder of wire gauze. 
A 
wire spiral encircles this, aiul extends th e 
entire length of th e cylinder ; th e wires 
are held in place by grooves cut in vertical 
bars form ing a frame to the lamp, and are 
fastened a t the top to a ring attached to 
the cap of tb e iamp. 
The w ire a t the 
lower end term inates in a tube closed at 
one end. 
A s th e w ire dilates under heat, 
the end of the tube moves a sm all lever 
term inating in a sector gearing into a 
pinion, on which a needle m oving on a 
graduated sem icircle is fixed. 
C onstant 
contact betw een th e end of th e lever and 
th e tube is m aintained by a sm all spring, 
the indicating arrangem ent being protected 
by a glass. 
The heat generated by the 
presence of the burning pas in th e lam p 
expands th e coil and actuates th e needle. 
To graduate the scale, tbe lam p is lighted 
in pure air, and zero is m arked w hen the 
needle is stationary. 
A piece of iron, a 
hfth of the volume of th e wire envelope, 
being brought to a red heat, is placed 
w ithin th e gauze, and as th e gauze begins 
to redden—which represents tne condition 
of th e lam p "burning in an atm osphere sat­ 
urated w ith gar—th e position of the needle 
ia m arked 100. after which the interval is 
m arked off into a scale of 100 partB. 
L.

A S ensitive T herm om etric A ppa r a­ 
tu s.—P rof. D ufour, of Paris, has arranged 
a therm om etric apparatus w hich shows 
the changes of tem perature in a very- 
m arked way. 
The m ere approach of the 
hand to th e bulb will throw a needle over 
th e whole of a graduated arc. 
T he device 
consists of a bent tube, having a bulb at 
one end, coated on the outside w ith lam p­ 
black. 
The m iddle of this tube is filled 
w ith m ercury, and is supported by arm? 
nicely pivoted. 
Above th e pivot is fixed 
an index needle, w hich moves across a 
graduated arc, 
and beneath th e pivot 
f angs a rod to which is attached by fric­ 
tion a sm all w eight, which serves to bal­ 
ance th e needle so as to m ake it point to 
zero on th e arc. 
W hen the tem perature 
rises in the slightest degree, the heat, be­ 
ing readily absorbed by the lam pblack on 
th e air-bnlb, drives th e m ercury forw ard 
and displaces the center of gravity so th a t 
th e needle turns at once tow ard the right. 
W hen the bulb is exposed to a decrease of 
tem perature th e needle points tow ard the 
left. 
So sensitive is this apparatus to 
changes of tem perature, it has been neces­ 
sary, to check its sudden tippling over 
when exposed to a rath er high heat very 
quickly, to place tw o fixed pins a t con­ 
venient points beneath the tube.

The II•raid of to day sa\s : “ It is 
more than probable that som of the vessels to ar­ 
rive here free from engagements will be induced to 
take a run or two up north ior return cargoes of 
coal, as this high freight rate is more profitable than 
current wheat freights to En.Jand, as two,.three or 
more voyages could be made to profit in thirty days 
for the round trip. Uur disengaged tonnage supply 
does not inc'caso any, as most of the vessels now 
arriving come here under home charters. We have 
now some 175,000 tons in sight, en route or booked 
for Cal.fomii, to arrive within the next five months, 
against 140,000 tons in 1879 and £*0,000tona in ls<8.” 
In November the grain fleet numbered ¿3 ve.-auls, 
carrying *2,000,000 centals A wheat, which is double 
the amount for the s ine month last year.

m e Schroder Trial -Fifth Day’s Proceed- 
lugs. 
O a k l a n d , December 3 J .— The trial of Ed- 
w.ir.l K. Schroder, indicted for the murder of 
Dr. Lrfevre, entered upon tire fifth day this 
morning, in Department No. 2 of theSuperiur 
Court of Alameda, before Judge (Jreeu. 
T his is, however, the second day on which 
tjatim -¡y has been taken, the first three 
days having been employed in securing a 
■jury. 
The Court-room was again crowded 
witn spectators. 
The defendant and his 
father-in-iaw occupied seats, as usual, along­ 
side of counsel for defense. Schroder showed 
signs if fatigue and mental anxiety, bet was 
nevertheless calm and self-possesse 1. 
Couns I fur prosecution announced that they 
hauonem oie witness to call—Dr Draper— 
but he was not able to attend. 
It was ar­ 
ranged between the lawyers for the defense 
and prose ntion that Dr. Draper might be 
called hereafter. 
H all McAllister then made the opening 
statement for the defense, quoting freely from 
reported cases wherein the relations of men­ 
tal criminal responsibilty were defiued and 
d i-cussed. 
Moral insanity and mental in­ 
sanity were compared. 
As to the question of 
moral insanity, Mr. McAllister said that is 
disputed territory. 
We rely here on men­ 
tal mania of transient or temporary character. 
I t was clear from the remarks of Mr. Mc­ 
A llister that the defense will rely in many 
respects on the decision in the case of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts vs. Rogers 
in 18-14. 


FIRST WITNESS FOR THE DEFENSE. 
Sarah J. Gallagher was the first witness 
called. 
She was questioned by Hall M c­ 
A llister on direct examination, and testified 
as follows : I was employed at Mr. Schroder’s 
house, on Alice street, near Fourteenth. 
In 
-June and Juiy, 1880, I was the only person 
employed there. 
I recollect of some trouble 
on the night of June 11th. 
That morning 
M s . S hroder came down for breakfast, but 
Mr. Schroder aid not come. 
He returned 
about 12 o'clock that day. 
I heard Dr. Steb- 
bios voice in the house several times that day. 
I knew Dr. Lefevre ; knew him for fourteen 
months previous. 
He had done dental work 
for me. 
I -aw Dr. Lefevre about 8 p. M. the 
next day, June 12th. 
During that day I 
heard Dr. Stebbins, Mrs. SchrncLr and Mr. 
Schroder talking, and Dr. Lefevre was the 
subject of conversation. 
I was very friendly 
witb Dr. Lefevre, and I started right away 
*lo 
go to his house to tell him 
that 
there 
was some trouble in 
which 
he 
was 
cor.cerned. 
I 
met 
him 
on 
A ice street and asked 
him 
if 
there 
was auy other Dr. Lefevre, and he said: 
" N o, Sarah, I am the man. 
Good gracious, 
Sarah, the first time I was ever in Schroder’s 
house was when I extracted your tooth.” He 
asked me if I would come out the next even­ 
ing and tell him what was going on. I asked 
him what they said to him at the house the 
eveniEg before, and he said : 
“ Sarah, they 
called me every name that one man c mid 
call another, and I said nothing.” On Mon- 
xl&y evening I saw Dr. Lefevre and he said 
th- n : 
“ I am sorry for the trouble 1 have 
brought on this little woman, but you should 
mot blatne her, as she could not help herself.” 
3 saw him often shortly before his death. 
I 
salways met him on Alice street near Ninth ; 
be lived on Alice, between Sixth and Sev­ 
enth. 
If I was a little late he walked up 
to Eleventh street. 
These meetings were 
a t his request, except the first, when I 
-went to tell him about the trouble. 
As I 
w as friendly to him, 
I generally told 
him 
how matters stood 
at the house. 
I* finally ascertained what 
the 
trouble 
was from Mr. Schroder, and advised Dr. 
Refevre to tell his own wife, and leave town, 
as his life was not safe while Schroder was in 
that condition of mind. H e said: “ I thiuk 1 
w ill leave to-morrow morning, but my wife 
is sick and I cannot well leave my business." 
I gave him the number of my sister’s resi­ 
dence, 710 Fifteenth street, and told him to 
w rite to me there to let me know where he 
had gone. 
On Thursday I found a letter 
from Jackson. 
He only said in the letter, 
** Here I am, and what has become of you ? ” 
T n e letter was not signed. 
He sent me an­ 
other letter, saying that the first good sleep 
h e had was on the cars going to Jackson. 
On Monday following I went to Dr. Lefevre’s 
office and met Miss Agnew. 
She said the 
doctor had gone to the country, but his wife 
bad heard from him. 
In the second letter to 
me he said he would be home the first of the 
week. 
I saw him Tuesday night following ; 
that was 
the 
13th of July, after his 
return 
I 
went to his office the clay 
before, but did not see him. 
The next night 
I saw him, and told him that Dr. Stebbins 
and Mr. Schroder were in the country. 
He 
asked me to find out if Schroder carried a 
pistol or had one in the house. 
I told him 
what was going on. 
I saw him again at the 
sam e place on Alice street. 
He offered to 
pay me for my trouble, but I said, “ No, 
doctor, I am poor but proud.” 
I looked all 
over the house but found no pistol. 
The last 
time I saw Dr. Lefevre was 2:30 r. si., July 
2fith—the day of the shooting. 
That day 
Mr. Schroder went to the city, and Mrs. 
Schroder a-ked before he left if she could go 
ami meet him ; he said, “ Y es.” 
I went to 
aee Dr. Lefevre and told him that Schroder 
had gone t< the city and she would meet her 
husband on the 4 o’clock train. 
I was afraid 
in his state of mind that he would go to 
the doctor’s offices 
and give the whole 
thing away. 
Lefevre wanted me to go 
to 
Mrs. 
Schroder and keep 
her 
from 
m ee tin. her husband. 
I asked her not to 
g o ; 
but she said, “ I must go, as I have 
made an engagement to meet him.” 
Before 
June 11th Mr. Schroder was as loving and 
kind a man to his wife as I ever saw. 
After 
that he was a changed man. On the night of 
Ju ly 3d he broke a great many vases and 
costly ornaments. 
Mrs. Schroder came rush­ 
ing into the kitchen with blood on her face. 
I was shaking like a leaf. 
He followed her, 
and I said. “ Why do you abuse your wife in 
this way ? ” 
He replied, ‘‘Sarah, she has 
been defiied.” He seemed miserable. Some­ 
tim es for a whole day he would be calm, and 
a t other times he would walk the floor or go 
to the street. 
I was afraid he would kill his 
wife, and had to watch him. 
I was with 
M m. Schroder ; had to protect her. He came 
once and said, “ Sarah, will you let me come 
in and kiss my wife? ” 
I said, “ Yes.” He 
w ent up to the bed and struck her twice in 
the face, aud the blood gushed all over the 
bed. 
The defendant buried his face in his hands 
when the witness told of that scene. 


FVKAH GALLAGHER'S CROSS-EXAMINATION. 
The witness was then cross-examined by 
Y.ach. Montgomery, and testified as follows : 
I was at home at Mr. Schroder’s house when 
the preliminary examination took plsce. 
I 
w as cot examined then. 
The prosecution 
cent for me, but did not call me to the wit­ 
ness-stand. 
I did Dot tell the Trosecuting 
Attorney the facts I have just now told. I 
Srst saw Lefevre about fourteen months ago. 
H e filled two teeth for me last March. 
I 
w a s there about thirty times before I had my 
teeth filled. 
He was nearly a year prepar­ 
ing the teeth to be filled. 
Q —H ;w did this friendship grow up? 
A . —When I heard the man was in trouble I 
went and told him. 
My friendship began 
then. 
I started after 8 o’clock to go to Dr. 
Lefevre’s house. 
I know the gas was lighted 
on the streets. 
I met him on Alice street. 
A fter we said “ goodnight” I said: “ Doc­ 
tor, what is the trouble about you being to 
IIr. Schroder's house last evening?” 
I then 
told him of the bud talking and the mention 
o f his name in the conversation. 
It took me 
about ten minutes to tell him how things 
were going on in the house. 
I wanted to 
keep peace in both families. 


LEFEVRE*3 CONFESSION. 
He told me he was the man who was there 
th e night before. 
I asked him then what he 
arect there for, and he said he went on busi­ 
ness. 
In after interviews he told me what 
t i e business was. 
Our regular appointed 
^ ic f of meeting was on the corner of Alice 
- f tiá Ninth streets. 
We did not select a dark 
• ¡ dace to meet. 
He asked me tom o-t Mia 
y - ‘-inn night, and I agreed to do go if Icoiua. 


I did not go the next night. 
There was no 
need of it then, a3 Mr. Schroder was quiet. 
Q.— Did you meet him between Saturday 
nignt and Wednesday night? A .—I think I 
ilid. 
I may have gone out Monday or Tues­ 
day night after Saturday, J une 12th. 
I am 
sure i: was one evening or the other that I 
met him the second time. 
I met him on 
Alice street at the corner. 
He asked me 
how things stood at the house. 
I told 
him 
Mr. 
Schroder 
had 
nothing 
to 
say, 
and did not seem like himself. 
I 
had not up to that time made a search for a 
pistol. 
I made an appointment at this meet­ 
ing for a third meeting Saturday evening fol- 
1 -wing. I saw the doctor that evening about 
8-30 o’clock, aud told him things were about 
the Bame. 
Mr. Schroder and his wife had 
returned from the country that day. 
1 saw 
the doctor the fifth time at his office on the 
Monday following. 
He had previously told 
me to come at 12:30 o’clock, when Miss Ag- 
tiew had gone to lunch. 
A t this meeting 
Monday I told him to meet me at the regular 
place. 
We met on Alice street, the sixth 
meeting, Wednesday eveLiug. 
On or about 
Saturday evening I met him for the seventh 
time. 
Oa or about Wednesday following I 
met him the eighth time, and advised him to 
leave town—that things were not pleasant at 
Schroder’s house—that Mrs. and Mr. Schro­ 
der cried a great deal. 
On July 20th, 
about 2.30 P. M , I 
went to 
Lefevre’s 
office to tell him the news of Schroder’s 
movements. 
I said to hiui, “ Doctor, Mrs. 
Schroder is going to meet her husband, and 
if he takes on one of his ugly fits he may 
walk into your office and give the whole 
thing away.” It just crossed my mind that 
he might be ugly that day. I tried to prevail 
on Mrs. Schroder not to meet her husband 
that day. 
There was nothing particular to 
i.rouss my suspicions that day. 
The doctor 
asked me to try aud keep Mrs. Schroder 
home that day. I did not kuow the presence 
of his wife would cause him to take on ugly 
tit. 
I just thought it might. 
I received 
only tw> letters from Dr. Lefevre. 
They 
were not signed. 
I do not know his hand­ 
writing. 
Q — Did you not swear in your direct ex­ 
amination that you had an appointment with 
Dr. Lefevre before he went away, aud he did 
not kef p it? A .—I did not. 
The regular thread of croFS-examination 
being taken up again, the witnets testified : 
Dr Lefevre wanted me to remain at Schro­ 
der’s house. 
I did lie at I)r. Lefevre’s re­ 
quest in telling Mr. Schroder that, the doctor 
h id done no work for me. 
I did not consider 
that I was acting as a spy when I told the doc­ 
tor what was going on. 
I consider myself a 
respectable girl, whether you do or not. 
Dr. 
Lefevre asked me if Mrs. Schroder had toid 
me the worst part of it, and I inferred 
. 
I did not think it derogatory to my position 
to meet the doctor in shady places. 
I am a 
girl capable of taking care of myself. 
I was 
not afraid of the doctor any more than I am 
afraid of you. 
I never said Dr. Lefevre was 
an innocent man, for I knew better. 
Mr. 
Schroder always treated his wife well until 
this affair. 
I wa3 in my room the night of 
June 11th. 
My room is over the kitchen. 
There is a sittiug-room off the dining-room. 
I went up stair- and went to bed about Í! 
o’clock. 
I heard drawiug of water and walk­ 
ing across the ti or a few minutes after I went 
to bed. That is the last I heard. I never heard 
Mr. Schroder make any threats to kill the 
doctor. 
The doctor asked me if I thought 
Mr. Schroder would kill him. 
I had no rea­ 
s >n to believe that Mr. Schroder would mo­ 
lest Dr. Lefevre. 
I did not show these letters 
from Dr. .Lefevre toanybody. 
I never talked 
with Mrs. Schroder about Dr. Lefevre. 


REDIRECT EXAMINATION. 
R-direct—Dr. Lefevre came to Mr. Schro­ 
der’s house last March to extract a tooth for 
me. 
Witness described how she went to 
Dr. Lefevre’s office to get a tooth extracted, 
and her courage failed, and the doctor ar­ 
ranged to come to Mr. Schroder’s house and 
pull it. 
Previous to that the witness had 
told the doctor incidentally iu the conversa­ 
tion that Mr. Schroder was in San Francisco 
with Dr. Stebbins. 
The doctor came to the 
house that evening. 
I saw District Attorney 
Gibson at the lime of the preliminary exam­ 
ination. 
They asked me about Mrs. Schro­ 
der and Dr. Lefevre. 
A recess was taken at this point in the pro­ 
ceedings. 
AM- riioon Session. 
A t 1 o’clock the Court-room was again 
packed. 
Armstrong Askey, the proprietor of a hotel 
in Jackson, Amador county, was called. 
He 
testified that a gentleman named Lefevre 
called at his hotel (the National) iast July. 
He produced the hotel register, and Mr. 
Bromley identified the signature as that of 
Dr. Lefevre. 
Witness, continuing, stated 
that Dr. L-fevre had remained at his house 
from the 5th to the 12th of July, and when 
he left departed on the 12 o’clock train. 
Frank S. Johnson testified : 
I reside |in 
Oakland. 
I nave known Mr. Schroder for 
a good macy years; have frequently seen 
him upon the boat while going over to my 
place of business. 
Previous to the 11th of 
June he was vivacious and good-tempered. 
Sometime during June or July I noticed a 
marked change in fcis demeanor. 
He became 
sullen, reticeut and unwilling to talk. It was 
so extremely marked that I called the atten­ 
tion of mutual friends to the matter. 
There 
was a set expression to the countenance, a 
general air of wildness. 
Among his young 
men friends the change was noticed, and 
financial troubles were supposed to be the 
matter. 
Cross-examination by Mr. M ontgomery: 
Question—Don’t you know that he was in 
financial troubles? Answer—No. 
Q.—Don’t you know that he was a gam­ 
bler? A .—No, sir, not of my own knowl­ 
edge. 
Q.—Do you know from any sources that 
he was a gambler ? A .—What is yourdtfini 
tion of a gambler, Mr. Montgomery ? 
Mr. Montgomery—A man who gambles. 
Mr. Foote—We object, your Honor, as the 
question seeks evidence which is irrelevant. 
Mr. Montgomery—We wish to prove that 
it was financial trouble that produced this 
change. 
Mr. McAllister—I see some force in the 
remarks of Mr. Montgomery, and will not 
object to relevant questions. 
The Court—State if you know of any large 
losses which he has sustained ? A .—I know 
of none of my own knowledge. 
Q.—How long have you known him ? A .— 
I can’t say. 
_ 
_ 
_ 
Q —Were you very intimate with Mr. 
Schroder? A .—W ell, I was not as intimate 
as some might have been. 
Q —Did you know his wife ? A .—No, sir ; 
I never saw her but twice. 
A. W. Havens, testified: I am a mining 
Secretary ; am Secretary of the Consolidated 
Virginia; I live iu Oakland; am married; 
have known Mr. Schroder quite intimately 
for the past two years. 
W e were both D i­ 
rectors of the Bay City Base Ball Club. 
Prior to the 11th day of June last Mr. 
Schroder was the same as all the rest of the 
bays. 
He was very cheerful. 
Some time 
last summer he changed so that when I had 
business with him I could not talk with him. 
I know of no reason for this except from 
hearsay. 
The change was very marked. 
Mr. Schrodor and a number of other young 
gentlemen, including myself, were in the habit 
of going together. 
We were interested in the 
same club.and were necessarily much together. 
About the date mentioned 1 noticed a very 
perceptible change. 
I had just returned 
from the country, and called upon him at 
the bank to see him about a game recently 
played. 
There was a great change in his 
manner. 
I asked him several questions, but 
could get no satisfaction out of him. 
On 
going out I asked Mr. Pratt for an explana­ 
tion of the strange actions. 
Q.—Did you ever ascertain the canse of 
this change prior to the time of shooting ? 
A .—I did not know of the cause. 
Cross-examiued by Mr. Montgomery : 
I 
have been at his house ; not frequently ; just 
once ; it was about three months before the 
shooting. 
I doa’t know if Mr. Schroder had 
financial trouble; neither do I know* if he 
gambled. 
As to whether he dealt in stocks, 
I can’t tell you. 
He never told me anything 
about it, and never dealt with me. 
J. C. Pratt testified: I reside in Oakland ; 
am a mining secretary of the Savage com­ 
pany. 
I know Mr. 
Schroder, and have 
known him for several years. 
[From this 
point the testimony was similar to that of the 
three preceding witnesses.] 
Wm. McIntosh testified: I am a stock 
broker, and reside in San Francisco; am a 
member of the San Francisco Stock Ex­ 
change. 
I have known Mr. Schroder since 
1872. 
He was in the bank since 1872. when 
I was there. 
We were there over three years 
together; was well acquainted with Mr. 
Schroder, and sometimes called at liis house. 
[Testimonysameasprecedingwitness.] I called 
at his place of business. 
Schroder wa3 very 
much depressed. 
I went up and laid my 
hand upon his shoulder, and asked him what 
was the matter. 
He said, “ Come out and 
get a drink, and I will tell you.” 
He added, 
“ I wish to God I could get drunk.” 
We 
drank, and he said, “ Let us get some more 
drink.” 
I asked him to confide in me, but 
he refused. 
I could not then ascertain what 
was the cause of his trouble. 
Gross-examination by Mr. Montgomery: 
<> .— V - von prepared to say now- that you 
t was the cause of tuis 


Q.—Do yon know of his haring sustained 
any losses in stocks for some few months be­ 
fore this date ? A .—I am positive that he 
had not sustained any loss for three months 
b .fnre the shooting. 
Q.—Don’t you know that Schroder lost 
heavily iu stocks in April? 
A .—I don’t 
kuow. 
Q.—You can’t say that be lost heavily 
through you? 
In stocks in your hands? 
A .—I don’t know that he did. 
Allen H. Knight testified: 
I reside in 
Oakland, aud am engaged in the London and 
San Francisco Bank. 
[The testimony went 
to show the mental change in defendant.] 
Fred S. Butler testified : I have been quite 
intimate with the defendant; have been 
at 
his 
house ; 
know 
bis 
wife. 
1 
lived 
at 
Mr. 
Schroder’s 
house 
about 
a month one time while my family were 
away. 
Mr. Schroder and his wife were 
there. 
I had occasion to notice his conduct 
in the house. He was a very domestic man— 
a verj’ happy man am- ng his children. 
He 
seemed wrapped up iu his family. 
Witness tnen described the great change in 
defendant’s manner. 
Continuing, lie said : 
On July 17th I met Mr. Sehroder at Ala­ 
meda, aud drove over to Oakland with him 
to dinner. 
He appeared much changed. 
Once at dinner lie got up and paced the floor. 
His wife made some excuse for him, and he 
came back. 
He made no apology for his ac­ 
tions. 
All through the visit I noticed the 
gloomy, peculiar actions of Mr. Schroder. 
Cross-examination by Mr. Montgomery : 
I don’t know whether he had financial 
troubles. 
Dr. Stebbins was then called, but in conse­ 
quence of the indisposition of District Attor­ 
ney Gibson, Court was adjourned to 9 o’clock 
to morrow morning. 
It is possible that the taking of testimony 
will be completed to-morrow.

been for this schooner in sight Captain Han­ 
nah would have picked up the boat, to see 
what it was, but he supposed it belonged to 
the Taffie. 
After landing her freight at 
Santa Barbara the Los Angeles sailed for 
Santa Cruz Island for refuge for the night, 
knowing it would be unsafe to land at the 
southern haibor. _______ 
Mashed W illi a Razor -Coroner's] Inquest 
—Arson In the Seeond Degree. 
San J ose, December 3d.—This afternoon, 
between 3 and 4 o’clock, Albert Rebeling, a 
I Mexican carpenter, entered Gestmeyer’s bar­ 


ber shop, on First street, and commenced 
abusing Joseph Garcia, one of the barbers, 
who yesterday swore out a warrant for Rebel­ 
ing for having drawn a pistol on him, the first 
quarrel being about Garcia’s wife.

iu the right hand, having raised it to protect 
himself. 
Rebeling was then caught from be­ 
hind and made to drop the weapon, or he 
would have killed the man. 
G ircia was 
taken to a doctor and sewed up. His wounds 
are severe, but unless erysipelas sets in he 
will recover. 
Rebeling was arrested and 
charged with assault to murder. 
To day Coroner Harris held an inquest on 
the body cf Joseph D. Holmes, found dead 
in bed at the L >3 Gatos Hotel yesterday 
morning. 
Deceased was an engineer at the 
Almshouse, San Francisco, for fourteen years.

DKlTIhll COLUMBIA. 


A ll v ic e s f r o m V ic to r ia . 
V i c t o r i a , December 1st.—The American 
schooner Seventy six, thirty-eight tons, which 
airived at this port from Kamschutka on 
Tuesday last, experienced weather of almost 
unprecedented severity in the northern seas. 
She cleared from Sau Francisco on the 19th 
of June last fora fishing cruise, carrying a 
crew of seven men, with Captain J. Potts in 
command. 
In October she encountered the 
full fury of a typhoon in the south Japan 
Be a. 
The waves swept her deck, broached 
the vessel, and carried overboard the mate, 
Andrew J. Worth, a native of New York, 
aged 5G. 
All the boats were also washed 
away, and the sea ran too high to permit of 
any atteaipt to rescue the drowning man, 
who quickly disappeared from sight and was 
lost. 
Captain Potts states that during an ex­ 
perience of several years in the northern 
seas he never witnessed such terrible weather, 
the result of which was the voyage of his 
vessel had to be discontinued. 
He touched 
at Copper Island, where he obtained a sup­ 
ply of wood and water, and eventually 
reached were with a cargo consisting of 110 
fur seals. 
He lost his anchor and chains. 
For some time the craft was in a position of 
great peril. 
She now awaits orders from 
San Francisco. 
A charge preferred by the crew of the ship 
Cashmere against the captain of that ship, of 
desiting to proceed to sea short-handed, was 
heard before Mr. Innes and Captain Raymur,
